It was shrewd a* well as unethical politics, 
s nee Mr Truman knew Congress was bound to reject 
an vt bing 'ike a revival of OPA. which would only 
multiply black markets throughout the land and make 
a bad situation worse 
Since food. mainly meat, prices have been leading 
th* march t< ward ‘he stratosphere. Congress could. In 
theory, quickly lower the cost of living by revising the 
farm price support program. Unhappily, no action 
would be more explosive, politically, as we pointed out 
a day or so a co The opposition from the farm bloc. 
Democratic as well as Republican, would be over­ 
whelming—and Mr. Truman, with that watchful eye 
or. November would never approve it anyway. 
The GOP majority is therefore working out a 
measure to control installment buying and tighten 
bank credit. The best economic opinion supports these 
moderate yet apparently necessary moves. The result 
will be no panacea, but it will help to stop the upward 
e.imb of prices until supply catches up with demand 
and restores the normal economic balance. 


Russians Relax Financial 
Blockade Of Berlin; Strange 
The walls of the Kremlin and several nervous 
chancellery still hold the secret of what the Western 
envoys said to Stalin and what he replied. If any 
basis has been found even for a temporary settlement 
of the Berlin crisis, the waiting world has no definite 
word for it. But there may be a hint in an important 
piece cf newc out of Berlin 
The Russians have sud- 
iaxed their financial blockade of Berlin, 
effort. * genuine relief to the three Western 
jrrency reform has been a .success 
r, where it killed the black market 
and has encouraged production by restoring value to 
money. But it ran into a nest of troubles in the 
Isolated Berlin arca. 
Arguing that the currency reform would send a 
flood of ole Reichsmark* into their zone to buy up a1! 
roods in sight the Russians banned the new Deutsche- 
m.ark from then territory. More. they proceeded to 
purchase all Deutsche marks in sight, offering huge 
premiums or trading precious cigarettes for them. 
The Russians were taking advantage of Gresham’s 
law in economics, which states that bad money will 
always drive good money out of circulation 
The result was trouble for the Western Allies in 
the Berlin ar*a. 
They found themselves without 
enough Deutsche rn arks to pay salaries. 
The anti­ 
communist city government and many foreign con­ 
cerns were placed on the same spot, and had to resort 
to partial payments, with IOU ?, for work done. Then 
on Thursday v.th an empty city treasury looming 
in Western Berlin, the Russians suddenly released 
enough funds from their blocked mark accounts to 
tide the authorities over. 
Why did the Russians make this apparently altru­ 
istic gesture? On* motive may have been to curry 
favor with the Berliners, whose anger over the block­ 
ade has touched off demonstrations against Red Army 
troops. But the timing of the move seems significant. 
Russia haz argued all along that the currency war 
was a main cai se of her land blockade in Berlin. If 
a formula cou^d be found for ending that war in the 
Ber’in area, the blockade might be called off as the 
first condition of a four-power discussion of German 
problems. 
If it prove: to be merely coincidence that this 
financial move follows the Kremlin interview by three 
days, it s a passing strange coincidence. 


Future Of The Danube 
While the American. British and French ambas­ 
sadors to Russia were waiting upon Stalin with the 
invitation to a four-power conference on the Berlin 
cri'is Rusriar and Western representatives were sit­ 
ting d >wn Together in Belgrade. The conference topic 
here Is control of navigation on the Danube River, 
one of the vita’ trade arteries of Europe. 
The fact that Russia and her satellites are in 
Belgrade atte* having refused to attend the Yugoslav 
Communist Party Congress, has intrigued those ob­ 
server who find something phony in Marshal Tito's 
ejtrrel with the Cominform. They point out that 
Yugoslavia is co ag along with Russia’s program to 
c >r.troI th* Dam ibe It can be argued, of course, that 
Yugoslavia is going along with the Soviet bloc only 
because he thereby can defend her own interests in 
Hanuman traffic. 
Ever, without Yugoslavia, the Soviet bloc would 
dominate Th* Belgrade conference because it outvotes 
the Western rte vert seven to three. 
* Russia, w hich 
insist* upen her veto power in the United Nations, 
insist* uper a «.rr.ple majority rule at Belgrade! 
The 
outcome no doubt will be Soviet control of the Danube. 
Historically, the most interesting participant at 
th* Danube coherence is the innocent bystander, 
Austria. Th* Air‘nan delegate sits in but has no 
voting power 
Brf.ere World War I the Austro-Hun­ 
garian em aire controlled the Danube Valley. After 
1918 the Al ice powers—not including Russia—de- 
'•troved th i, empire 
The successors of those Allied 
victor? now cave the dubious satisfaction of seeing 
Dana blan traffic monopolized by Russia and her 
tate I lites.

Dewey Quoted Siding With Truman Regarding Displaced Persons; Republicans 


Agree To End Filibustering; Stevenson Tries To Win Votes From Both Sides

Senators locked themselves inside 
the Senate caucus room lor three 
hours the other day to work out a 
legislative formula that would paci­ 
fy the voters and still let Congress 
go home early. Here is an inside ac­ 
count of what happened at the 
meeting:

TIils restriction automatically dis­ 
qualifies 90 per cent of Uh* Jews, 
mast of whom fled Into Germany 
to escape tin* Polish (Heroins after 
December. 1945. 
However. New Jersey's Alex Smith, 
scowling darkly, called upon the Re­ 
publicans to clean up the act. and 
give no more comfort to Hitler's 
g h o s t . Senators John Cooper of 
K e n t u c k y . Homer Ferguson of 
Mulligan, and Leverett Saltonstall 
of Massachusetts joined him. 
Smith added that the "Governor" 
reierring to Presidential candidate 
Tom Dewey wanted the aet amend­ 
ed. and he quoted New York's Irv­ 
ing Ives as the source. 


"I k n o w I am suspected of 
speaking for Governor Dewey in 
everything I do and say," re­ 
plied Ives. “That is the reason 
you are not seeing me make any 
statem ents on the floor. I have 
not talked to Governor Dewey 
aboil! am ending tile Displaced 
Persons Aet, hut I have talked 
to Herb Brownell (Dewey's cam ­ 
paign m anager). Ile is v e r y 
strictly in favor of it." 


Ives also added his own hearty 
endorsement. 
However. Missouri's Forrest Don­ 
nell backed up Revercomb and in­ 
sisted that the subcommittee had 
been 'open-minded" in writing the 
act. 
Taft's Filibuster 
Senate bass Bob Tail was mon* 
concerned about breaking the South­ 
ern filibuster which he. hunself, 
had brought on. It was Taft’s idea 
to throw the Senate into a snarl 
over 
anti-poll-tax 
legislation 
to 
demonstrate the disunity 
in 
the 
Democratic Party But at the caucus 
he wanted to clear the decks for the 
Senate wind-up. 
The iinti-poli-lax bill could be re­ 
ferred to the sta tes for a C on stitu ­ 
tional amendment. Tall iiointcd out, 
or it could be withdrawn from the 
Senate floor 
The Southerners had 
dedicated 
they would not filibuster the idea 
of a Constitutional amendment, he 
said, but personally he was "inclin­ 
ed" to favor withdrawing the bill 
entirely. 


Ives agreed Ilia! it was (••«» 
late to propose a Constitutional 
am endm ent. This had already 
been suggested by the 
Dem u­ 
rrals. he argued, and "all we 
w o u l d Im* doing by changing 
tactics at this late date is to 
pull their politiral chestnut* out 
of the fire." 


The lilibuster itself, he insisted, 
was more important an issue than 
anti-poll tax. 
"Four iieople could tie up this 
whole country in the mast d i r e 
emergency by keeping a filibuster 
going in the Senate.'' Ives thunder­ 
ed. ' Tile whole dvil-rlghts program 
shrinks into insignificance along­ 


side this.** 
Clyde Reed ut Kansas argued that 
the Republicans were committed by 
the 1944 platform to submit the 
anti-poll-tax question to the states 
as a Constitutional amendment, but 
president of the Senate Arthur Van­ 
denberg joined Ives in insisting the 
most important Issue was changing 
the Senate rules to do away with 
filibusters. This course was agreed 
ti (iou unanimously by the caucus, 
and Sen. Curley Brook* of Illinois 
was named to ap|>oint a committee 
to study it. 
“Cake" Stevenson of Texas" 
Ex-Governor Coke Stevenson of 
Texas, who now aspires to be a 
Senator, won a new name for him­ 
self. Around Capitol Hill cloakrooms 
he Is now called "Cake" Stevenson, 
because, when it comes to the Tnft- 
Hartley Aet and other controversial 
issues, Coke wants to have his cake 
aud eat it too. 
At two press conferences which 
the Texas Solon himself initiated on 
a recent trip to Washington, he 
evaded more Issues and dodged more 
questions than any recent performer 
in a city noted for question-dodg­ 
ing. 
Here Is a stenographic report of 
part of "Cake" Stevenson's issue- 
evading press conference: 
"You said this morning. Gover­ 
nor, that if we wanted to know 
your ideas on the Taft-Hartley Act 
we should read 
the newspapers,'* 
queried 
one 
newsman. 
"I 
have 
searched the Texas files for every 
remark you made and I find no 
place where you committed yourself 
either for or against the Taft-Hart­ 
ley Act." 
"I have already made a statement 
carried by the United Press," re­ 
plied Mr. Stevenson 
"But why do you object to re­ 
peating your stand? Has it chang­ 
ed?" 
Stevenson's assistant came to his 


rescue with a remark that Coke 
wasn't going to let the newspapers 
shape in', campaign for him. that 
he was going to answer questions 
he wanted to answer. 
Juggling Capital And Labor 
"But a lot of Texans still say they 
don t know what your stand is on 
the Taft-Hartley Act, Governor.'* 


“Well, all my notes and paper* 
are bark in Texas," explained 
"Cake." "I ani faring t h e s e 
questions without any material." 


"But all we ask is what your pasl- 
tion Is. It should be fairly simple 
to say that you are either for or 
against the Taft-Hartley Act " 
"No," replied the ex-Governor. "I 
v ant to repeat my statement word- 
1 or-word, and I might leave out 
some words." 
"All you have to say is 'Yes, I ain 
for the Taft-Hartley Act’," sug­ 
gested the newsman, “or, No. I am 
against the Taft-Hartley Act.’ And 
I guarantee to quote you verbatim." 
"That reminds me." parried the 
man who wants to be Senator, "of 
the lawyer who wanted a yes-or-no 
answer to the question ‘Have you 
stopped beating your wife’?" 
“I'll be happy to have you use 
as many words in making your 
statement as you wish." 
"No, gentlemen. I can't say any­ 
thing more." replied Mr. Stevenson. 


"Could it be." asked another 
newsman, "that you want 
to 
have your 
T aft-llartley 
cake 
and eat it, too?” 


What the newsman referred to is 
that "Cake" Stevenson has man­ 
aged to make the American Feder­ 
ation of Labor think lie is opposed 
to 
the 
Taft-Hartley 
Act, 
while 
making Texas businessmen think he 
is for it. 


INSIDE WASHINGTON 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 8—(Special 
to The News!—President Truman 
and the southern Democrats have 
one thing in common in the 1948 
presidential campaign.

A further symptom of concern 
among southern Democrats Is the 
announcement of Senator A. Willis 
Robertson.

Archibald MacLeish, speak.ng at 
Tanglewood, in aid of the Interna­ 
tional Music Fund. said:

generation which does not know 
what life is about is a generating 
which must live. as we are 
in a kind of limbo—a limbo 
tween peace anc war.

knowing that peace is not the mere

Our danger lies in the fact that 
we no longer understand the mean­ 
ing of our common humanity and 
therefore are unable to believe in 
it. . . 


And that is so true when ap­ 
plied to these distorted minds, 
for if they believed in them ­ 
selves, they would 
believe 
in 
their country. 
It could not be 
otherwise when one notes what 
a wonderful and generous coun­ 
try this is. 
But believing in 
nothing, not in 
God. 
nor 
in 
country, nor in man. nor in 
them selves— they 
strike 
down 
Hie world about them —strike it 
down with whatever running or 
violence is at hand. 


So, it is pitiful to see young men 
and women besmirched 
by

GLOUCESTER. Mass., August 6 — 
I recent read an article in an edu­ 
cational journal which takes busi- 
nessmen to task for encouraging

Tile article implies that 
tin* educator who encourages com­ 
petition among his pupils is "sow­ 
ing the seeds of war in Hie d a y ­ 
rooms." This is a lot of bosh. 
The other day 
I 
was talking 
with some fishermen here in Glou­ 
cester who are afraid of competi­ 
tion. They fear competition from 
Canada—competition from Japan— 
and competition among themselves. 
They arc depending upon their la­ 
bor leaders to "save them from 
competition." The same Is true of 
many another city and many an­ 
other product of land and sea. Yet 
the great railroads that crass the 
country, the immense steel mills, 
the towering gram elevators,—all 
these have grown up out of keen 
competition. 
I got to thinking about an inci­ 
dent that happened a dozen years 
ago in London. There, at the Amer­ 
ican Consulate, was Sikorsky, our 
great plane designer. He was en 
route ro see his brother, a monk 
in one of the monasteries of the 
holy Mount At has in Greece. Both 
men were white Russian refugees. 
Uprooted from their homes and 
with plans for their lives disrupted, 
one mother ran away from life, 
but the ether put his wits to work. 
One was afraid of competition; the 
other asked for it. And we all know 
the result. 
Psychology And Adjustment 
There are certain sensible psy­ 
chologists who .say that a well- 
adjusted man is one who has learn­ 
ed to take the bitter with the 
sweet. In short, he learns to adjust 
to his environment. A look about 
you will tell you that your environ­ 
ment is highly competitive. God 
made it that way. That's what he 
gave irs brains for. 
Down through the years the crea­ 
tures which have failed to compete 
successfully with the forces opjxised 
to them, have given way to thane 
which could meet the condition 
impaled upon them. The bones of 
those whc feared competition fill 
the cemeteries; while the bones of 
those who have enjoyed competition 
are found in museums. What hap­ 
pened to the great Inca civilization 
of South America? Where is the 
great Pueblo culture of our South­ 
west? Clone too are the culture 
ol ancient Athens and Rome. Must 
we lollou these others because we 
will not compete?

suppose 
would 
happen to Joe DiMaggio if the 
New York bail club didn’t have 
competition? Only the competition 
which 
Henry Ford 
forced 
made 
it passible for lots of us to own 
cars. The competition between oil 
companies has given us cheap gaso­ 
line to run these cars with. B e­ 
cause no one organization—yet— 
monopolizes the electric field, we 
have electric lights in our houses. 
Not only city homes but the farms 
too have lights, electrically powered 
machines in the barns, and electric 
stoves in the kitchens. Most of the 
good things we have today we owe 
to competition and inventors. 
Remembers 
tho>e days in the 
early anc mid-thirties when we left 
behind the "Man with the Hoe" 
and substituted for him "Six Men 
and 
a 
.shovel"? 
The 
competitve 
spirit all but died out in thase days. 
What look its place was no credit 
to the United States. Certainly as 
Christians we must—and are willing
